choice, in a lawful way, and be pro- 
tected in that work. Any settlement 
which does not these 


transitory, impracticable and unstable. 

There must be no compromise on 
the “open shop” question. Arbitrate 
and compromise wages and hours of 
labor, or any other of the many ques- 
tions involved, but never compromise 
this—never retreat a hair's breadth 
from the position that individual lib- 
erty is the foundation of all indus- 
trial success. There must be not only 
freedom for the employer to conduct 
his business on stich lines as to him 
seem best, but also freedom for the 
employé to earn his living in such 
lawful manner as he may choose. 

The man who pays the wages must 
control the business whicn enables 
him to pay them. Any other arrange- 
ment at once jeopardizes the success 
of his business, and indirectly the 
welfare of his employés. oe 

The man who works must, after 
signing his contract, abide by its 
terms uhalterably during the time it 


Any settlement of labor troubles 
which does not unequivocally guarantee 
the “open shop,” merely encourages 
and breeds disturbance, and defers 
the crisis which must be met before 
the industrial world can have that 


magnificent development of which it 
is capable.

A charter commission will soon 
be appointed to prepare a plan for a 
Board of Public Works, At p-ceent 
the Board of Public Works, so called, 
is merely a subcommittee of tiie 
Council.

The result may be—and some- 
times is—a deplorable mess.

It should/| | 
contain a business man, a mechanical |. 
engineer perhaps, or an experienced 
cement contractor. 
Many will doubtless object to the 
suggestion of having appointments 
made by the Mayor, because they will 
say, “This means Snyder will appoint.” 
Certainly, he would, should he be re- 
elected,-but it is scarcely to be pre- 
sumed that M. P. Snyder will remain 
Mayor of Los Angeles for the rest of 
his natural life: He will probably have 
higher aspirations than that. There 
is the Governorahip, and a Senator- 
ship, and the Presidency, and a crown 
of gold, and who knows what else, to 
which he may aspire, so that this ar- 
gument would amount to much.

A few days ago an Associated 
dispatch contained information regard- 
ing the formetion of a gigantic com- 
bine of vaudeville theater interests un- 
der the name of The Western Associa- 
tion of Vaudeville Managers.” 

This new combination, according to 
advices received by Clarence Drown of 
this city, will absolutely control scores 
of theaters from New York to New Or- 
leans and the Pacific Coast. By the 
terms of the agreement every important 
vaudeville house in the West will be 
under the management of the new asso-- 
clation, and conducted with mutual in- 
terest in a and financial way.

The latest Swedish invention that ts 
being discussed is a portable telephone. 
The specimens that have been sent 
abroad have elicited unstinted praise 
from Austrian, Russian, Greek and 
Turkish experts who have tested them, 
and, while sarge demands and inquiries 
for the new ‘phone haye come from 
France, Germany, Italy, Spain, Portu- 

al and the United States, those from 

reat Britain have been even more 
noticeable. 

Within the cylinder of the telephone 
is a small dry cell, the whole appa- 
ratus (including both receiver and 
mouthpiece) 2 small enough to go 
in the pocket. ith each instrument 
is a coll of thin copper wire, and it is 
reckoned that a soldier could easily 
carry 13,000 feet of this wire with him. 

The uses s for the portable 
telephone are innumerable, military 
considerations being kept spectally to 
the front. Outposts, it is declared, 
could by its ald keep in constant com- 
munication with the main force, and it 
is pointed out that it would furnish 
a valuable means of keeping in touch 
with the headquarters for police and 
fre brigades.

Unicading at Cane Town. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 
CAPE TOWN, May 6.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.

— the on 
ISHOP MERRILL 
NOW RETIRES. 


ASKS TO BE RELIEVED FROM 
ACTIVE DUTY. 

Question of the Creation of a Com- 
mittee for the Readjustment of 
General Conference Districts in- 
spires Debate — Resolutions Of- 
fered, Appointments Made. 


At the close of this session of the 
General Conference Bishop Stephen M. 
Merrill will voluntarily return to pri- 

In open conference yesterday the 
bishop read his valedictory and asked 
for a superannuate relation. 

The scene presented during the read- 
ing was most affecting, many who 
for years have been associated with | 
this great broad-minded, scholarly 
preacher of the gospel, being tnable 
to control their emotions. 

Briefly Bishop Merrill reviewed his 
life, giving in e tali his call To preach 
and his first assumption of responsi- 
bility. His first work was as “rider of 
a circuit.” “My salary or allowance 
was $100 per year. This was the pro- 
vision made for single men. In the 
event of marriage $100 was allowed 
for the wife and $16 for each child. 
In my fourth year the church was 


@ year later the inevitable $16 was 
added.” 

Bishop Merrill cpent eleven years as 
a cireuit rider, eigh 
tioned preacher; 
elder; four as editor of the Western 
Christian Advocate and thirty-two in 
the episcopacy—fifty-nine years, full 
of honor and characterized by -benefi- 
cent activity. 

Without a quaver in his voice 
Bishop Merrill recounted the triumphs 
of those years and as he looked back 
teld the testimony of having walked 
according to the teachings of the re- 
vealed word, nor had he made an ap- 
pointment where personal bias or n- 
tipathy was the incentive. 

“These scenes are often approached 
with the deepest emotion and regret, 
but I see no reason why this should 
be so if the race has been well run.

DISTRICT ADJUSTMENT. 

The proposed creation of a commit- 
tee for the work of readjusting the 
t Gen-rral Conference distr. ts 
furnished occasion for the debate of 
yesterday's seetion—oa debate lasting 
for hours and coming to naught.

Thursday by ev. Dr, J. F. Goucher 
in whici. it was set forth that iꝗe 
General Conference districts as now 
grouped are very unequal, making it 
impossible to ure the proper repre- 
sentatio To rectify this defeat it was 

gu- ‘ted that a committee of fifteen 
be appointed, one from each district 
and one at large. whose duty it: would 
de to report back to the General Con- 
ference, not later tran May 16, a re- 
croup'ng of tae annual conferences 
into fourteen General Conference Cis- 
tricts so as to secure, as nearly as 
may e, equal representation, having 
due r:-gard, however, to proximity of 
territory and similarity of interests. 

Dr. Randall of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference vigorously opposed this propo- 
sition because of the limitations. Dr. 
Belt of central Ohio wanted the matter 
referred to the Committee on Boun-. 
daries. Objection was raised because 
of the many duties of this committee. 
Dr. Belt insisted upon equal represen- 
tation, an end that could not be be ob- 
tained by relegating the matter to a 
committee of fifteen. | 

Finally a paragraph in the discipline 
was found that plainly provided that 
all questions relative to the chan 
of General Conference districts shoal 
be referred to the Boundaries Comm 
tee. This seemed final, but Bishop 
Foss, presiding, ruled the point not 
well taken inasmuch as the paragraph 
was a part of the appendix of the dis- 
cipline and not binding upon this ses- 
sion of the conference. 

After several rounds of discussion if 
was again discovered that the para- 
graph in the appendix was in fact a 
part of the rules of 1900, which had 
been adopted for this conference and 
were in force until amended.

Dr. Wing aims his brightes: shafts 
at the vain assumption of authority 
on the part of the Book \‘ommittee 
in thrusting a scheme of consolidation 
on the church. The usual pian is for 
the General Conference to appoint a 
commission with definite instructions 
when any change is felt desirable in 
any great department of church work. 
But now the Book Committee closes 
its doors in executive session against 
the four agents of the Book Concern, 
elected with cotrdinate power with 
themselvese, and seeks to launch a 
echeme that a previous General Con- 
ference had vetoed. Dr. Wing says 
in words that cannot be misunderstood 
that this is nerve beyond all record 
and a species of the “pride that go- 
eth before destruction.” His whole 
article is ene of the spiciest yet con- 
tributed to the discussion. 

The articles of Dr. George P. Mains 
and A. J. Wallace, bound in one 
pamphiet, are exciting much comment. 
They are full of minute information 
and are marked by able argumenta- 
tion. When Mr. Wallace arose on 
the platform to make local announce- 
ments the firet morning he was re- 
ceived with such an outburst of ap- 
plause that his popularity and influ- 
ence cannot be mistaken.

“I do not know how long I shall re- 
main here, or what the exact nature 
of my duties will be while I remain,” 
said Mr. Roberts last night. “I only 
know in a general way that I was or- 
dered here in connection with the pro- 
posed public buiMing for Los Ange- 
les. I was directed by wire from the 
Treasury Department to report ‘here 
and await instructions, by mall as to 
my duties. I expect to receive a let - 
ter tomorrow giving me the 
information, and then I will get down 
to work. .

“As I understand it, the bill making 
the appropriation for a new building 
limits the cost of additional ground to 
the old site to $175,000, that amount 
being included in the appropriation for 
the building.

carefully. 

“It is not an agreeable task to make 
a decision where so many rival inter- 
ests are concerned, and I would far 
rather have nothing to do with it, but 
I. am here to carry out the instructions 
of my superiors and do that which is 
for the best interest of the public, 
and will try to arrive at a conclusion 
conscientiously. It is a strictly busi- 
ness proposition and will be handled 
as such so far as I am concerned.”

He 
is withal a pleasant and courteous gen- 
tleman to do business with and those 
having dealings with him.in regard to

Roberts has had supervision of the 
construction of the new  postoffice 
building in San Francisco, which, he 
says, will be completed about a year 
hence. It will cost $2,500,000, and next 
to the Congressional library at Wash- 
ington, will be the finest building on 
the American continent. After he gets 
through with the San Francisco post- 
Office building, he expects to supervise 
the construction of the new custom- 
house in that city, which will cost 
$1,000,000.
